T he m isfile rem ains Imebbed, appar­ 
ently, in the bone. 
The fracture, how­ 
ever, it is stated, will Bot affect the 
tree tm sot In any way, but will be al­ 
lowed to heal untreated as w ill the 
wound 
A description of the wound by Dr. 
W. 
H. McCauley is the first to be 
given the public by the surgeons. 
He 
saki 
that 
the bullet’s path through 
the m uscles of the cheet is lacerated 
to som e extent by the battered lead 
but that there was little contusion and 
no extensive area of bruised aud ex 
travasated surrounding tissue. 


Bullet Did Not Mushroom.

London, Ort. 17.—The Balkan fight­ 
ing rem ains lim ited to the M ontene­ 
grin border and, although the relations 
of Turkey with the other allied states 
are virtually broken, there is a curi­ 
ous indisposition on the part of Bul­ 
garia and 3erv1a to take a final place 
in the hostilities. 
T his hesitation i« regarded in diplo­ 
m atic quarters aa a good om en, point­ 
ing to the possibility that the powers, 
although unable to prevent, may suc­ 
ceed in lessening the duration of the 
war. 
It is understood that m ost of the 
powers have accepted in principle the 
suggestion of the French premier for 
an European conference, but nothing 
has been decided upon as to when the 
conference will m eet or what its pro­ 
gram will be.

M exico City, Oct. 17.— General Felix 
Diaz, nephew of General Porflrlo Diaz, 
the de|K>sed president o f M exico, has 
raised the banner of rebellion at Vera 
Cruz. 
He entered the city with 500 
men and seized the arsenal and garri­ 
son, which com prised 500 of tho Twen­ 
ty-first infantry and one six-gun bat­ 
tery. 
Diaz then placed mon in charge of 
the two gunboats, Tampico and Bravo, 
lying in tho harbor. 
The new s of the rising created ex­ 
citem ent here, although there were no 
street dem onstrations. 
M exicans gen­ 
erally appeared elated at the new de­ 
velopm ents. 
According to the reports, 
General Diaz found many adherents 
when he entered Vera Cruz, including 
som e of the troops, but the govern­ 
ment has been informed that the Nine­ 
teenth infantry ami the artillery re­ 
main loyal. 
The two forces are now in the city 
of Vera Cruz and street fighting ia im­ 
minent. President Madera has ordered 
the m obilization of 3,000 regulars to 
proceed against General Diaz. The ar­ 
rest of alleged partisans of Diaz in 
M exico City is expected m om entarily.
